Aruba reaps success with “The World’s Easiest Job” 
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COLOMBIAN music sensation Shakira 
has reached a settlement with Spanish 
prosecutors to resolve her tax fraud 
case, avoiding a trial that could have 
entailed a $15 million legal battle. The 
agreement, disclosed at the anticipated 
commencement of the trial, requires 
Shakira to pay fines totaling 7.3 million 
euros ($7.98 million) and accept a 
three-year suspended sentence. 


The tax fraud charges accused Shakira 
of defrauding the Spanish state of 
14.5 million euros ($15.7 million) for 
income earned between 2012 and 
2014. The global pop icon had consis- 
tently denied the allegations, asserting 
that she only established full-time resi- 
dency in Spain in 2015. 


Wearing a pink suit and sunglasses, 
Shakira remained silent as she entered 
and exited the Barcelona courthouse. 
However, she released a statement 
expressing her decision to settle for 
the well-being of her two sons, Milan 
and Sasha. The 46-year-old artist 
emphasized the need to move beyond 
the stress of the past years and focus 
on her family and career, including an 
upcoming world tour and a new album. 


The crux of the case revolved around 
Shakira’s presence in Spain between 
2012 and 2014. Spanish authori- 
ties contended that she spent more 
than half of that period in the country, 
necessitating tax payments. Shakira’s 
legal team argued that until 2014, she 
led a “nomadic life,” primarily earning 
from international tours. They asserted 


that her permanent move to Barcelona 
occurred just before the birth of her 
second son in January 2015. 


The trial, initially scheduled to run until 
December 14, would have involved 
nearly 120 witnesses and exam- 
ined various aspects of Shakira’s 
life, including social media images, 
payments at hairdressers, and health 
clinic visits during her pregnancy. 
Spain, known for cracking down on 
tax evasion by celebrities, previously 
targeted football stars Lionel Messi 
and Cristiano Ronaldo. While Shakira’s 


former partner Gerard Pique faced 
tax fraud charges in 2016, Shakira’s 
settlement marks a resolution to the 
high-profile case without the need for 
a protracted trial. 


Despite the legal challenges, Shakira 
recently received three awards at the 
Latin Grammy Awards, underscoring 
her continued success in the music 
industry. The artist, who was named 
in the “Pandora Papers” leak in 2021, 
remains a prominent figure despite the 
legal scrutiny surrounding her finan- 
cial affairs. 


Avoiding a $15 Million Trial in Spain 


Shakira Agrees to 
Settle Tax Fraud Case 
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A startling turn of events, French Senator Joel Guerriau, 66, 
has been suspended from the Horizons party, led by former 
Prime Minister Edouard Philippe, following his arrest for 
allegedly spiking a female MP’s drink with a date-rape drug 
as part of a sexual assault plot. Guerriau, a senator since 
2011 and a banker, was formally charged on Friday and is 
currently in detention. 


The victim, 48-year-old Sandrine Josso, a member of the 
centrist MoDem party, fell ill after accepting a glass of cham- 
pagne at Guerriau’s Paris home on Tuesday night. Although 
the two have known each other for about a decade, they are 
not in an intimate relationship, according to prosecutors. 


The shocking revelations prompted the Horizons party and 
the Independents caucus in the French Senate to suspend 
Guerriau, with the possibility of expulsion. Horizons stated 
it would not tolerate any complacency towards sexual and 
sexist violence. 
Josso’s lawyer, Julia Minkowski, revealed that Josso 
observed Guerriau grabbing a small plastic bag containing a 
white substance from a drawer in his kitchen, leading to her 
sudden illness. Minkowski described Josso’s escape from 
the situation as requiring “monumental physical and intel- 
lectual forces.” 


During a search of Guerriau’s ofÏce and home, ecstasy was 
discovered, prompting investigators to confirm its presence 
in Josso’s system. This discovery led to her filing a criminal 
complaint. 


In the first formal questioning on Friday, Guerriau denied 
any sexual assault plot. A source close to the investigation 
revealed that Guerriau claimed he believed he had procured 
a substance to induce euphoria, not ecstasy, from another 
senate member to help him with personal troubles. 


Guerriau’s lawyer, Remi-Pierre Drai, asserted that his client 
would fight to prove he never intended to administer a 
substance to abuse Josso. Drai described Guerriau as an 
honest and respected man, challenging the characterization 
of him as a predator. 


The scandal has sent shockwaves through Guerriau’s long- 
time political and local circles, with Saint-Sébastien-sur- 
Loire, the town where he served as mayor for 22 years, 
expressing disbelief. Local lawmakers described Guerriau 
as an “affable” man with a certain aura but acknowledged 
his occasionally unpleasant interactions with opposition 
lawmakers. The scandal is anticipated to have repercussions 
on public perceptions of elected ofÏcials. 


French Senator Suspended Amidst Shocking 
Allegations of Drugging Female Colleague 
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AS the Dutch election approaches, tactical voting is 
emerging as a significant factor, particularly within the left- 
wing alliance of PvdA-GroenLinks, according to a panel 
survey of 30,000 voters conducted for the current affairs 
program EenVandaag. The research reveals that 54% of 
those intending to vote for Frans Timmermans’s list are doing 
so for tactical reasons, while Geert Wilders’s far-right PVV 
follows closely with 43% benefiting from strategic voting. 


A recent opinion poll by Maurice de Hond added a layer of 
complexity to the election landscape, indicating a five-seat 
gain for Wilders’s PVV in the last week. According to De 
Hond, both the right-wing liberal VVD and Wilders’s party 
are poised to win 26 seats, with PvdA-GroenLinks and Pieter 
Omtzigt’s new center-right party Nieuw Sociaal Contract 
trailing closely with 23 seats. 


Leaders of progressive parties have intensified calls for 
voters to unite against a right-wing coalition in response to 
the shifting dynamics. Frans Timmermans urged voters to 
prevent waking up to a country led by Wilders, character- 
izing the current situation as a “game changer.” D66 leader 
Rob Jetten emphasized the risk of an extreme right cabinet 
if the PVV becomes the largest party. 


Research published in the Volkskrant over the weekend 
highlighted Timmermans as having the most to gain from 
tactical voting, with significant percentages of Volt and 
D66 supporters considering a switch. The VVD, led by Dilan 
Yesilgöz, showed the smallest growth potential, while both 
NSC and PVV could gain votes from the farmers’ party BBB, 
which has experienced declining support. 


The upcoming election also carries implications for Aruba, a 
part of the Dutch Kingdom. A potential far-right win by the 
PVV could have significant consequences for the relationship 
within the kingdom partners, with the potential for major 


disruptions. The election results are awaited with anticipa- 
tion, as voters weigh the strategic impact of their choices on 
the political landscape and international relationships. 


Tactical Voting Takes Center Stage in Dutch 
Election Amidst Shifting Poll Dynamics 
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A surprising turn of events, Argentina has elected libertarian 
outsider Javier Milei as its new president, opting for a radical 
change to address the country’s economic woes marked by 
triple-digit inflation, a looming recession, and increasing 
poverty. OfÏcial results reveal Milei securing nearly 56% of 
the votes, while his rival, Peronist Economy Minister Sergio 
Massa, conceded with 44%. 


In the heart of Buenos Aires, the jubilation of hundreds of 
Milei supporters echoed through the streets as they cele- 
brated the victory of an anti-establishment figure. The 
rallying cry “out with all of them” resounded, accompanied 
by rock music and fireworks. 


Milei’s victory represents a seismic shift in Argentina’s polit- 
ical landscape, with his plans for economic shock therapy 
gaining traction among voters frustrated with the prevailing 
economic challenges. His proposed reforms include shut- 
ting down the central bank, abandoning the peso, and imple- 
menting significant spending cuts, all aimed at addressing 
the economic malaise. 


The challenges ahead for Milei are substantial, including 
dealing with depleted government and central bank coffers, 
a hefty $44 billion debt program with the International 
Monetary Fund, inflation nearing 150%, and complex capital 


controls. 
Despite concerns about the potential pain of Milei’s economic 
remedies, many voters, particularly the youth, see him as 
a beacon of change. Milei’s promises have resonated with 
those who have witnessed Argentina grapple with succes- 
sive crises. 


The win signifies a break from the traditional political forces, 
disrupting the dominance of the Peronists and the main 
conservative bloc. Milei’s victory could reshape Argentina’s 
economic policies, with potential impacts on trade in grains, 
lithium, and hydrocarbons. He has expressed skepticism 
towards China and Brazil, favoring stronger ties with the 
United States. 
While Milei’s win has received congratulations from figures 
like former U.S. President Donald Trump, it has raised 
concerns in the region, with Colombian President Gustavo 
Petro describing it as a “sad day.” 


As Argentina embarks on this uncharted political journey, 
Milei faces the task of translating his radical proposals into 
tangible actions while navigating a fragmented Congress 
that lacks a clear majority. The success of his presidency will 
likely hinge on his ability to garner support for his transfor- 
mative agenda and address the pressing issues facing the 
nation. 


Political Upheaval in Argentina as Outsider 
Javier Milei Clinches Presidential Victory 
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A dramatic incident during the Las Vegas Grand Prix, 
McLaren’s Lando Norris escaped unharmed after crashing 
on Lap 4. 


Andrea Stella, McLaren’s team boss, identified a bump on 
the track as a contributing factor to the crash, emphasizing 
the need for adjustments before the next race at the venue. 


Stella clarified that the crash wasn’t due to a car failure 
but rather a combination of the track’s bump and the cold 
tires catching Norris by surprise. The bump, located at Turn 
11, has been a concern throughout the weekend, causing 
instances of oversteer and presenting a challenge for drivers. 


Stella urged for prompt action to address the bump, espe- 
cially if future races continue at night when low tempera- 
tures pose challenges for tire grip. The conditions of the Las 
Vegas Grand Prix, including cold temperatures, heavy fuel 
loads, and potential aerodynamic disturbances, contributed 
to the challenging environment for drivers. 


Lando Norris, released from the hospital with a clean 
bill of health, expressed disappointment at the incident, 
mentioning that he lost control on the restart, causing the 
crash. McLaren’s call for track adjustments highlights the 
importance of ensuring safety and optimal racing condi- 
tions for future events. 


FORMER two-weight world champion Andre Ward voiced his 
disapproval of the WBC’s decision to rank Francis Ngannou 
as the tenth-best heavyweight after his professional boxing 
debut against Tyson Fury. Despite Ngannou’s strong perfor- 
mance, Ward sees the move as an example of politics within 
sanctioning bodies. 


In an interview with Ariel Helwani on The MMA Hour, Ward 
emphasized the impact on fighters’ livelihoods, stating that 
rankings decisions shouldn’t be influenced by personal 
connections. He criticized Mauricio Sulaiman, WBC President, 
for allegedly recommending Ngannou for the ranking. 


Ward highlighted the potential consequences for other 
fighters striving to enter the top 10, expressing concern 
about the arbitrary nature of rankings decisions. 


He pointed out the influence of financial contributions from 
fighters to the sanctioning bodies, noting that such deci- 
sions can significantly impact fighters’ career trajectories. 


The Olympic Gold Medalist concluded by expressing a lack 
of respect for the sanctioning bodies, urging them to priori- 
tize fairness and transparency in their rankings. Ngannou’s 
unexpected performance has sparked a broader discussion 
about the role of politics in determining fighter rankings 
within the boxing community. 


Andre Ward Criticizes WBC Ranking 
of Francis Ngannou as “Disrespectful 


McLaren Calls for Track Adjustment After 
Lando Norris’ Vegas Grand Prix Crash 
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IF Italy loses tonight’s UEFA European Championship qual- 
ifier against Ukraine, it will once again fail to secure direct 
qualification for a major tournament, having missed the last 
two World Cups entirely. Although Italy has an additional 
chance through the playoffs by winning the Nations League 
group, the nation’s football is in a volatile state. Sport jour- 
nalist Jurriaan van Wessem, a longtime follower of Italian 
football, states, “The federation is in an institutional crisis.” 


The match against Ukraine in Group C will determine one 
of the EK (European Championship) tickets, with two more 
to be decided this week in other groups. Van Wessem high- 
lights the fluctuating performance of the Italian national 
team over the years, with strong tournaments followed by 
early exits or failed qualification campaigns. 


Since winning the World Cup in 2006, Italy’s football journey 
has seen highs and lows, including a quarterfinal appear- 
ance in the 2008 European Championship, followed by an 
early exit in the 2010 World Cup. Despite reaching the Euro 
2012 final, Italy faced another group stage exit in the 2014 
World Cup. The situation worsened as Italy failed to qualify 
for the 2018 World Cup and missed the recent World Cup in 
Qatar. 


In the current Euro 2024 qualifying campaign, Italy has 
faced challenges, including losses to England and a draw in 
North Macedonia. Managerial changes have occurred, with 
Roberto Mancini stepping down earlier this year, succeeded 


by Luciano Spalletti. Van Wessem attributes part of Italy’s 
struggles to sticking with the old guard for too long and a 
lack of new talent development. 


David Endt, a football journalist familiar with Italian foot- 
ball, adds that Italy has long been missing a striker capable 
of winning games. He points out the absence of a consis- 
tent goal-scorer in the crucial striker position. Despite these 
challenges, former coach Mancini led Italy to victory in the 
delayed Euro 2020. 
Mancini’s departure from the national team in August, which 
escalated into a conflict with the Italian Football Federation 
president, Gabriele Gravina, raised eyebrows. Gianluigi 
Buffon’s appointment as the new team manager apparently 
displeased Mancini, contributing to the strained relation- 
ship. The conflict intensified after Italy’s loss to Spain in the 
Nations League semifinal. 


Mancini’s unexpected departure, announced via email, 
surprised many, and his subsequent move to coach Saudi 
Arabia raised questions about the reasons behind his exit. 
Both Van Wessem and Endt suggest that Mancini might have 
recognized the limitations of the current squad and saw an 
opportunity to leave for a lucrative offer. 


With Spalletti taking charge, Italy faces the task of securing 
qualification for Euro 2024. The outcome of tonight’s match 
against Ukraine will play a crucial role in determining the 
fate of Italian football and its path to recovery. 


Italian Football Faces Instability: 
Institutional 
Crisis and 
Lack of Top 
Strikers 
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A compelling final at the Grand Slam 
of Darts in Wolverhampton, Luke 
Humphries secured a convincing 16-8 
victory over fellow Englishman Rob 
Cross. This triumph marks Humphries’ 
second major title, following his 
success at the World Grand Prix in 
early October. 


The Grand Slam of Darts, one of the 
PDC’s five major tournaments, gathers 
finalists from TV tournaments over the 
past year, supplemented by winners 
from other series and qualification 
events. Distinguished by its unique 
group stage format, this competition 
sets itself apart in the PDC calendar. 


Humphries displayed exceptional form 
throughout the tournament, winning 
all his group stage matches, including 
a notable 5-1 victory over Dirk van 
Duijvenbode. Despite facing some 
challenges in the quarterfinal against 
Gary Anderson, Humphries powered 
through to set up the final clash with 
Cross. 


The 
championship 
match 
initially 
hinted at a closely contested battle, 
with Humphries taking an early 2-0 
lead, only to be swiftly countered 
by Cross. In a dramatic turn, with 
Humphries trailing significantly, Cross 
executed a spectacular 170 checkout, 
unnecessary but impactful. The 2018 
world champion leveled the score, and 
Humphries maintained a narrow 3-2 
lead heading into the first break. 


The pivotal moment in the game 
occurred right after the break. Cross 
faltered, missing three darts on a double 


to hold his own leg, allowing Humphries 
to seize the opportunity. Ranked fourth 
in the world, Cross struggled to find 
his rhythm as Humphries extended his 
lead to 7-3 before the second break. 


Humphries, maintaining a remark- 
ably high average, showcased strong 
finishing, preventing Cross from making 
a comeback. Despite Cross winning a 
few legs to resist at 14-5, Humphries 
secured victory on his second match 
dart. 


This triumph earns Humphries a 
substantial prize of £150,000 (approx- 


imately 
€171,000), 
while 
Cross 
receives £70,000 (almost €80,000). 
Humphries’ stellar performance at the 
Grand Slam of Darts not only solidifies 
his status as a rising star in the darts 
world but also underscores his ability 
to compete at the highest level on the 
PDC circuit. 


The 28-year-old’s consistent and domi- 
nant play in Wolverhampton serves as 
a testament to his skill and determi- 
nation, marking a memorable journey 
to secure his second major title in the 
highly competitive realm of profes- 
sional darts. 


Securing Second Major Title 


Luke Humphries Dominates 
Grand Slam of Darts 
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EMMETT Shear, the interim CEO of OpenAI, has pledged to 
launch an independent investigation into the sudden removal 
of co-founder Sam Altman and initiate reforms within the 
management team over the next 30 days. The move comes 
as Shear aims to restore trust in the US startup after a tumul- 
tuous weekend marked by Altman’s unexpected departure. 


Emmett Shear, formerly the CEO of Twitch, stepped in to 
lead OpenAI after Altman’s surprising dismissal on Friday. 
In response to the upheaval, OpenAI backer Microsoft 
announced that Altman would join the company to head a 
new advanced artificial intelligence research team. 


Acknowledging the mishandling of the process and commu- 
nication surrounding Altman’s removal, Shear expressed a 
commitment to addressing the damage to trust within the 
organization. In a social media post, Shear described his 
new role as a “once-in-a-lifetime opportunity.” 


Investors, including major supporter Microsoft, engaged in 
discussions over the weekend to mitigate the fallout from 
the dramatic events. There were concerns about the poten- 
tial departure of key talent without Altman, and discussions 
included the possibility of urging the board to reinstate 
Altman as CEO. 


Emmett Shear outlined a three-point plan for the initial 30 


days of his leadership. This plan involves hiring an inde- 
pendent investigator to scrutinize the process leading to 
Altman’s removal, engaging with employees, partners, 
investors, and customers, and implementing reforms within 
the management and leadership team to enhance effective- 
ness. 


Depending on the findings, Shear expressed a willingness 
to drive changes within the organization, potentially advo- 
cating for significant governance adjustments if deemed 
necessary. He emphasized the importance of OpenAI’s 
stability and success, pledging to address key concerns 
while acknowledging that true progress may extend beyond 
the initial month. 


The reasons behind Altman’s exit remain unclear. OpenAI’s 
Chief Operating OfÏcer, Brad Lightcap, informed staff that it 
resulted from a “breakdown of communications” rather than 
“malfeasance.” 


Emmett Shear clarified that he verified the reasons before 
accepting the role and assured that Altman was not removed 
due to any disagreement on the safety of powerful AI models. 
He emphasized that the rationale for Altman’s departure 
differed substantially from such concerns, stating, “I’m not 
crazy enough to take this job without board support for 
commercializing our awesome models.” 


OpenAI’s New Leadership Promises Investigation 
and Reform Following Sam Altman’s Abrupt Exit 
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A startling revelation, research conducted by Oxfam and 
US researchers, including Beatriz Barros and Richard Wilk, 
exposes the disproportionate carbon footprint of twelve of 
the world’s wealthiest billionaires. The exclusive findings 
shared with The Guardian reveal that the combined green- 
house gas emissions from their extravagant lifestyles and 
lucrative investments surpass the annual energy emissions 
of 2 million homes. 


Prominent figures such as Jeff Bezos, Roman Abramovich, 
Bill Gates, Larry Page, Michael Dell, Elon Musk, and Carlos 
Slim are among the tycoons implicated in this environmental 
reckoning. The analysis, utilizing publicly available data, 
delves into the luxury purchases, including superyachts, 
private jets, cars, helicopters, and opulent mansions, as well 
as the impact of their financial investments and sharehold- 
ings. Astonishingly, these billionaires contribute almost 17 
million tonnes of CO2 and equivalent greenhouse gas emis- 
sions annually, equating to the emissions from 4.6 coal-fired 
power plants. 


Oxfam’s inequality policy adviser, Alex Maitland, decries the 
“obscene amounts of carbon pollution” generated by billion- 
aires, emphasizing that their investments through corpo- 


rations emit a million times more carbon than the average 
person. The report underscores the environmental injustice, 
as the world’s poorest communities, least responsible for 
climate change, bear the harshest consequences. 


The study highlights specific instances, such as the $500 
million superyacht recently built for Jeff Bezos, which 
alone emits approximately 7,154 tonnes of CO2 annu- 
ally.
